Venice, February 13. 
ETTERS from Brefcia advife, that the 
French General Madavi being order’d 

by the Grand Prior of France " march 
to Torbole with 1200 Horfe, to ruine 
' a Magazine of Forrage laid up by the 
Imperialifts, the Count de Leiningen fent the Count 
de Sereni with 2000 Horfe, 800 Grenadiets, and 3 
Pieces of Cannon, againft him. General Medavi ap- 
rehending he fhould not be able ro defend himfelf in 
Torbole, againft this Body of Imperialifts ; detach'd 
Brigadier Lautrec with 500 Horfe to Skirmifh with 
them and keep them in play, while he retir’d with 
the reft. Brigadier Laatrec pofted himfelf in Ronca- 
della, where being attack’d by the Germans, 42 of his 
Men were kill’d, the reft were put to Flight, and him- 
felf was wounded (mortally ‘tis thought,) and. car- 
ried, as he defir'd,to Brefcia. Count Sereni proeeed- 
ed to Torbole, but General Medavi and the Troops 
he commanded were retir'd from thence. 
From the Amfierdam Gazette, dated Feb. 27. 
Venice, Feb. 14. "Lis advis'd from Conftantinople 
that great Preparations of War by Land and Sea are 
making rhere, which ’tis thought are defign’d againft 
the Mufcovites. The Grand Prior of France is re- 
turn’d to his Quarters at Caftiglione, and the Impe- 


rialifts have agen taken Poft at Rivoli and other Places’ 


near the Lake of Guarda. The Count de Lautrec, 
who was wounded and taken Prifoner by the Impe- 
rialifts, (in an Action mention’d in our former,) is 
conducted to Brefcia, on his Parole, to be curd of 
his Wounds. The Snows that have fallen in great a- 
bundance, have render’d the Ways impaffable for the 
Troops. 

Hanover, Feb. 20. The Corpfe of the Queen of 
Pruffia being laid on a Magnificent Bed of State,(our 
Elector’s Minifters of State, Generals, and Gentlemen 
of the Bed-Chamber, and her faid late Majefty’s 
Maids of Honour, ftanding about it,)was begun to be 
expos'd yefterday to the publick View ; and there 
was an extraordinary Concourfe of People to fee it. 
This Evening it was put into a Coffin, againft the Ar- 
rival of the Officers and Guards of the King of Pruffia 
from Berlin, We have Advice from Berlin, that the 
Baggage of Monfieur Rofenham the King of Sweden’s 
Envoy Extraordinary is arriv’d there, and that that 
Minifter himfelf is expected there daily. The Trea- 
furer General of Poland is there, but does not appear 
in publick ; he propefes to pry into all the Proceed- 
ings of the aforefaid Swedith Minifter. Monfieur Ale- 
feld, Envoy Extraordinary of Denmark is gone from 
thence to Copenhagen, but is expected back agen 
very {peedily. ’Tis advis’d from Ratisbon, that the 
Diet has done nothing yet towards redreffing the 
Grievances of the Proteftants of the Empire. 

The Letters from Poland dated the 14th Inftant 
fay, that the new King Sraniflaus fet out from 


Elbing the 3oth of laft Month, leaving his Queen: 


there, to go tothe King of Sweden at Rawitz ; that 


there is good Ground for Hopes of a {peed com- 
modation between the King of 
Auguftus of Poland ; but yer that Preparations are 
made on both fides againft the enfuing Campaiga. 
The King of Sweden has given Orders for hafteni 
the Tranfportation of Troops frouy Pomerania 
Bremen, to reinforce his Army which has loft a great 
Number of Men by Sicknefs; And King Auguftus 
has caus’d great Diligence to be uled in Levying pew 
in Saxony. 
etters from Switzexland fay, that in Languedoc 
there has been “ Meeting of 5 ot 600 Perfonee Men 
Women and Children ; Monfieur de Bafville being 
inform’d of It, fent 200 Fufilicrs thirher ; fome Shor 
were fir’d on both fides, 2 or 3 of the Fufiliers were 
wounded ; but the Congregation was difpers’d, and 
18 or 20 Perfons of it were taken and carried off. 
confirm’d that 6 Bartallions of Regular Troops, 
12 Companies of Fufiliers, and fome Miguelets, arc 
to remain is Languedoc to act againft the Camifars- 
who by Confequence are not yet fupprefs'd. 
From the Amfterdam Courant,dated Feb.26 & 23. 
Para, Feb.20&23. The King went the 18th frota 
Verfailles to Marli, after having had a Conference of 
4 Hours long that Afterncon with Monfieur Cha- 
millart, upon the Affairs of the Tseafury. The 19th 
he hunted a Hart, norwithftanding it {now’d hard ; 
the Count de Tholoufe had a Fall from his Horfe but 
recelv'd no Hurt. The Duke of Berwick has taken 
Leave of the King, in Order to go to Languedoc ; 
which fhows the Troubles in that Province are nor 
yet perfectly quietted, as had been given out by the 
Court. There will be a Ball to night (the 23d) ar 
Marli ; and tomorrow the late Queen of England, 
with the Princefs her Daughrer, wiil be there, to 
partake of the Diverfions of the Carnaval; the pre- 
tended Prince her Son will be there likewife, bur will 
not dance, being render’d very weak by his Indifpo- 
fition. Letters from Madrid teil us, that his Catho- 
lick Majefty in the Decree he has caus to be 
eae for laying a Tax on the Houfes, Lands, and 
tocks, of his Subjects, tells them, that like all other 
Princes and States of Europe, he was oblig’d in this 
Time of War tohaverecourfe to extraordinary Means 
for the Defence of his Kingdom, and for maintaining 
himfelf on the Throne to which he was lawfully 
call'd by his Subjects; but that as foon as the War is 
over, he will ferrle all things on their former Bafis. 
We have Advice here, that Count Guido Staremberg 
being arriv’d in the Camp of the Imperialifts com- 
manded by Count Leiningen at Gavardo in the 
Breffan, fent an Exprefs cto the Imperial Court to 
defire Succours, and has receiv’d An{wer, that Forces 
will be order’d to march to him as {oon as the Ways 
are paffable; at the fame time a Bill for a certain 
Sum of Money payable ar Venice was fenr to him. 
The Advices from Switzerland import, that Mon- 
fieur de Sante Colombe, who in the Abfence of the 
Marquis de Puifieux has the Care of the Affairs of 
France with the Cantons, having in his Majefty’s 
Name offer’d to furnifh them with the fame Quan- 
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tity of Sale they ufed to have from Germany on 
edfier Terms than they can have it from thence at 
prefent, by Reafon of an Inpoft laid on ic by the 
Emperor, their Lordthips have refolv'd to refufe pay- 
ing that Impoft, and to fignifie as much by a Deputy 
to Count Trautmanfdorf the Imperial Ambaffanor : 
Bur this requires € onfirmation.
